OF  THE 

CHESHIRE  COUNTY  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 


TO  HER  MAJESTY’S  JUSTICES  OF  THE  PEACE  FOR  THE  COUNTY  OF 
CHESTER,  IN  GENERAL  QUARTER  SESSIONS  ASSEMBLED. 


Ihf  Committee  of  \isiting  Justices  of  the  Cheshire  County 
Asylum,  beg  to  report  as  follows  of  the  management,  condi¬ 
tion,  and  proceedings  connected  with  this  Establishment 
during  the  past  year  : — 

At  the  General  Quarter  Sessions  held  in  January  last, 
application  was  made  by  the  Visiting  Justices  for  a  grant  of 
,£10,000  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings;  and  the  question 
having  arisen  as  to  whether  accommodation  to  the  extent 
named  was  necessary,  and  if  so,  whether  it  should  be  provided 
at  the  present  Asylum,  or  a  new  one  erected  at  the  other  end 
of  the  County,  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Chairman  and 
Deputy-Chairman  of  the  Quarter  Sessions,  a  Magistrate  from 
each  Hundred  or  Division  of  a  Hundred,  and  the  Visiting 
Justices  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  was  appointed  to  take  the 
matter  into  their  consideration,  and  report  thereon  to  the 
vSessions. 

This  Committee,  after  having  made  the  fullest  enquiry, 
reported  : — 

“  1st.  That  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  increased 
accommodation  for  the  reception  of  pauper  lunatics  is  required, 
and  that  such  additional  accommodation  should  be  provided  at 
the  present  Asylum. 

2nd  The  Committee  are  also  of  opinion  that  the  plan  of 
the  proposed  addition  to  the  Asylum,  as  prepared  by  Mr. 
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Penson  and  approved  of  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,, 
which  will  accommodate  200  additional  patients,  viz— 100 
Males  and  100  Females,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  which  is 

£8,000  should  he  carried  out. 

3rd.  The  Committee  are  also  of  opinion  that  a  house  for 
the  Chaplain  should  be  built  at  the  Asylum^  as  recommended 
hv  the  Visitors,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £800.  As  to  the 
proposed  ventilation  of  the  wash-house,  and  alteration  of  the 
drying  closets,  and  enclosing  of  the  land  purchased  fiom  Sir 
Philip  Egerton,  by  a  wall,  the  Committee  recommend  that  the 
same  be  left  to  the  Visitors  of  the  Asylum  to  carry  out.” 

Upon  the  grant  of  £10,000  being  made,  the  contracts  for 
executing  the  proposed  works  were  immediately  entered  into, 
and  the  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  the 
buildings  have  so  far  progressed  satisfactorily. 

The  building  for  accommodating  100  female  patients  is 
nearly  complete,  and  a  portion  of  it  will  be  biought  imo 
immediate  use,  the  Asylum  having  for  some  time  past  been 
inconveniently  crowded  in  the  female  department. 

The  building  for  100  male  patients  is  also  in  a  state  of 

forwardness. 

The  boundary  wall  to  the  south  of  the  Asylum,  and  that 
fronting  the  Liverpool  turnpike  road,  have  both  been  finished, 
and  the  Chaplain’s  house  will  be  ready  for  occupation  m  the 
course  of  two  or  three  months,  so  that  the  whole  of  the  con¬ 
templated  additions  and  alterations  will  be  completed  early  in 
the  ensuing  summer. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  into  the 
Asylum  during  the  year,  has  shewn  the  necessity  of  providing 
this  additional  accommodation,  there  being  at  the  present  time 
19  more  patients  in  the  house  than  at  the  corresponding  period

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On  the  1 4th  of  May,  1859,  the  Asylum  was  visited  by  two 
of  the  Commissioners  m  Lunacy,  and  the  following  is  an 
extract  from  their  report : 

We  found  the  Wards  and  Booms  generally  clean,  and  in 
good  order,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  throughout  in  a  proper 
state.  The  condition  of  the  Asylum  in  its  departments  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  satisfactory  and  creditable  to  the  Superintendent 
Matron,  and  other  officers.” 

The  Visiting  Justices  are  glad  to  be  able  to  confirm  this 
testimony  as  to  the  management  of  the  Establishment,  and  to 
Urn  conscientious  discharge  of  their  various  duties  by  the

maintenance  of  the  patients  during  the  past  year,  has  been

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

In  conformity  with  the  General  Rules  of  the  Institution, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the .  customary  Annual 
Report  of  the  state  of  the  Asylum  and  its  Inmates,  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  series  of  Statistical  Tables. 

During  the  year  1859,  119  patients  were  admitted,  44 
were  discharged  as  cured  or  relieved,  and  5  as  unimproved  ,  2 
escaped,  and-49  died.  On  the  first  day  of  the  year,  there  were 
291  Inmates,  and  by  the  last  day  in  December  they  had  in¬ 
creased  to  310. 

The  admissions  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  year  by  2  - , 
which  was  mainly  owing  to  the  circumstance  that  every  appli¬ 
cation  for  admission  was  granted,  and  although  this  was 
attended  with  some  degree  of  crowding  in  the  wards,  yet  it  wTas 
deemed  much  more  favourable  to  the  interests  of  the  patients 
admitted,  than  by  causing  them  to  he  detained  in  the  work- 
houses,  or  at  their  own  homes,  a  proceeding  which  must 
necessarily  have  taken  place,  if  the  cases  had  been  refused 
admission. 

Of  the  119  new  cases,  the  bodily  condition  m  67  was 
weakly  or  bad,  and  one-third  had  evinced  suicidal  propensities; 
a  large  portion  of  whom  had  made  actual  attempts  to  commit 
self-destruction.  Of  curable  cases  there  were  only  49  ;  and 
even  this  number  includes  several  of  very  doubtful  issue.  Of 
the  70  of  the  incurable  class,  9  were  cases  of  epilepsy, .  14  of 
general  paralysis,  and  1 8  of  ordinary  dementia  or  amentia. 

There  was  one  feature  which  characterised  the  admissions, 
which  requires  a  special  remark,  as  it  operated  very  preju¬ 
dicially  in  tending  to  diminish  the  number  of  recoveries,  and  to 
increase  the  number  of  deaths  :  I  allude  to  the  great  increment 
over  former  years  of  the  proportion  of  cases  whose  ages  were

the  average. 

Fot  the  first  time  since  I  have  held  office,  have  I  occasion 
rep0rt  °[  aDy  interruption  in  the  general  health  of  the 
•  ,a  es'  ,^e  severe  weather  in  December  was  accompanied 
W1  an  epidemic  affection  of  the  pulmonary  and  intestinal 
ucous  membranes,  in  the  former,  partaking  more  of  the 
c  larac  ei  of  influenza  in  the  latter,  producing  diarrhoea — 
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terminating  fatally  with  dysenteric  symptoms,  in  two  cases 

suffering  from  other  bodily  disease. 

It  cannot  he  too  often  reiterated,  that  the  chances  of  the 
patients  recovery  depends  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  upon 
the  circumstance  whether  the  removal  to  the  Asy  um  is  ear  v 
or  late  after  the  primary  outbreak  of  the  attack.  The  patients 
admitted  to  the  Asylum  during  the  past  year,  were  as  a  class, 
of  a  worse  description  than  usual ;  for  instance,  at  the  monthly 
meeting  in  October,  the  following  extract  was  read  from  my 

“  I be"  to  c  alb  the  attention  of  the  'Committee  to  the  bad  and  incurable 
type  of  cases  that  are  now  being  brought  to  the  Asylum  Of  the 
eleven  patients  admitted  since  the  last  meetmg,  there  is  only  ^  twQ 
there  is  much  probability  of  a  cure  being  es  a  j _  urable 

cases  of  doubtful  issue,  and  the  remaining  eight  are  ^  of  this 

Seven  of  the  eleven  were  admitted  from  workhouses,  and  tour  ot  tii . 

number  had  been  the  subjects  of  restraint.” 

When  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Workhouse,  which  practise 
is  in  some  townships  the  rule,  considerable  delay  m  the  re¬ 
moval  to  the  Asylum  is  too  frequently  experienced,  and  as ^a 
sequence,  the  recoveries  amongst  those  brought  from  Wot  - 
houses  are  proportionately  few,  and  the  deaths  many.  .  ® 
following  table  of  the  cases  admitted  into  this  Asylum  dunng 
the  past  year,  will  bear  out  the  correctness  of  these  remarks  .

During  the  last  five  years,  37  per  cent,  of  the  admissions 

have  been  Workhouse  cases.  , 

I  take  this  occasion  to  notice,  that  table  5,  although  pro¬ 
fessing  to  show  the  “duration  of  insanity  previous  to 
admission  yet,  in  a  great  many  cases,  more  particularly 
those  of  melancholia,  epilepsy,  and  general  paralysis,  1 
erroneous.  This  arises  from  the  entries  m  the  statement 
accompanying  the  order  of  admission  having  to  e  ma  e  y 
the  relieving  officer  ;  several  of  the  headings  m  the  statement 
are  such  as  can  only  properly  be  filled  up  by  the  medica 
practitioner,  who  testifies  to  the  insanity  of  the  patient ;  and  it 
the  headings  “  supposed  cause,”  duration  of  “  existing  attack, 
“whether  epileptic,  suicidal,  or  dangerous  to  others,  were 
transferred  to  the  medical  certificate,  we  should  obtain  more 
correct  details  of  the  patients  histoiy* 
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I  have  nothing  particular  to  remark  with  regard  to  the 
general  condition  of  the  Asylum  or  the  mode  of  treatment 
adopted,  except  to  state  that  restraint  is  never  employed,  and 
seclusion  very  rarely  resorted  to.  During  the  last  six  months 
only  two  patients  have  been  secluded 

The  employment  and  recreation  of  the  patients  continue,  as 
heretofore,  to  engage  the  best  attention  of  the  officers  and 
attendants. 

The  additional  land,  now  in  cultivation,  has  not  only 
increased  the  means  of  employing  the  patients  in  healthy 
out  door  wrork,  but  has  caused  a  greater  variety  of  employment — 
a  matter  of  as  much  importance  as  employment  itself.  A 
sufficient  quantity  of  potatoes  has  been  grown  to  furnish  the 
requirements  of  the  Asylum  until  the  next  crop  comes  in  ; 
hitherto,  a  large  quantity  has  always  had  to  be  purchased.  In 
addition  to  several  acres  of  beans,  peas,  mangolds,  &c.;  5 
acres  of  grain  crop,  and  1 1  acres  of  grass  have  been  harvested 
by  the  Patients  without  any  extraneous  help.  The  hay-field 
contributed  materially  to  afford  for  a  time  recreative  employment 
for  all  the  patients  and  attendants,  ordinarly  engaged  in  artizan 
employments  of  a  sedentary  nature  ;  and  some  of  our  best  hay¬ 
makers  were  to  be  found  amongst  the  Tailors  and  Shoemakers. 

The  erection  of  the  new  buildings  has  caused  us  much 
extra  labouring  work  in  removing  earth,  cutting  drains,  &c. 
Owing  to  the  new  works  in  progress,  and  the  great  number  of 
workmen  employed  in  various  parts  of  the  premises,  the  past 
year  has  been  one  of  much  anxiety  and  increased  responsibility 
of  the  whole  staff,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  much  congratulation 
that,  hitherto,  all  has  gone  on  well. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  the  conduct  of  the  attendants  has 
been  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  kind 
and  courteous  attention  that  has  been  paid  to  all  suggestions 
that  I  have  had  occasion  to  make  from  time  to  time,  for 
improving  the  condition  of  the  Asylum,  and  adding  to  the 
comfort  of  its  Inmates.
